“NO GRUMBLING; NO SHIRKING. 


G. H. Perris, the special correspondent 
of the Daily Chroatele, writing from 
Pariy. on: September sth, says :— 

The vocabulury ‘of. praise of military 
courage and ¢ivilian industry. hag been 
exhausted; and yet, while effort and cour- 
age endure, we must try to represent 
them afresh in words however fecbly ot 
comminplace, “France ‘is. striving as 
England is striving, and she- is still in 
some ways. far beyond us in- her effort, 
as in her suffering, : 

It can, I believe, now be said thay every 
kind of, national energy ig concentrated 
upon the one task.. There hag been, dur- 
ing the last few ‘months, some slight 

political effervescence, and it would not

It does 
not give, and with’ difficulty submits 10, 
the power af massed machinery which is 
the damnable bedy of. the new warfare. 
The Frenchman is nearly. always an 
artist: jn sume sort or degree.

"18,500 AGALNST 125,000, 


Tho Belgian Government hog. issued oa 
compendious history of the first. six months 
of the war in Belgium, ag. set forth in 
official documents.  Leaying asido for, the 
moment. other features, it-is interesting to" 
consider. the réle played by tho small field 
army compared with tho rexistanco offered 
by tho strongly-fortified places, Tho Bel- 
gian army has bean variously ecatimated, 
but now, for the first time, wo Joarn that 
the agtualstrength of the heroic littla foreo 
wag only 93,000 rifles, 6,000 snbres, 394 
guns, and 192 ‘mitrailleuses—fower, than 
100,000 all -told; to oppose the German 
Logions ! : : ee 

The Third Division that assumed the 
mobile, defence of Liege, and. whith for 
five days kept.in cheek 128,000 Germans, 
numbered only 18,500 infantry, 500 sabres 
and 60 guns, with 24 mitraiteuses, y 
accounted for 42,000 uf the encmy bofors 
Lidge, ond it was after the Third Division 
had rejoined tho rest of the army that the 
forts held on for days longer, bombarding 
the German hordes that pussed within 
range, until the latter brought up tho 
heavy artillery and demolished them, one 
after the other, with .280, .205. .420 shells 
Everybody heard at that t'me how the gal- 
lant General Leman held the Fort Loncin 
for eleven days, until one of the ‘huge’ 
.420 shells reduced the whole fort to-ruing 
by blowing up the magazme. On’ the 
edntrary, little was said about the fall of 
Namur, whieh oceurred after three days, 
somewhat to tho surprise of most yf the 
military critics. The present booklet ex- 
plaing.that tho fortress wag simply erush- 
ed ‘under an avalanche of: projectiles of 
unexpected .weight and power, Made 
wise by their experience at Lidge, the 

Germans did not bring the infantry in 
masres to the attack, Rut kept them, to 
repel: the sorties of the ga'rrison, whilst 
the .whole of the real business was, done 
hy the heavy artillery. : : 

The cannonade could be heard as far 
ag Antwerp. The forty of. Andoy, 
Maizeret, Marchovelette. Cognolee, and 

Dave received the big shells every thirty 
seconds,  Maizeret: received 2,000 shells 
and “still kept ‘on firing. Marchovelotte 
was blown up,“and the others were little 
more than rains, whilst they continued 
to fire to cover the retreat of the 12,000
